Rico, but the island itself is not shar­ 
ing these profits, says the Ut. Rev. 
Jam es H. Van Buren 
for ten years 
Protestant Episcopal bishop of Porto 
Rico. 
Bishop Van Buren 
left 
the 
island a year ago, after ten years* 
service and is now rector of Christ 
church at Madison, Iud. 
“Problems 
in P olio Rico” was the subject of an 
address delivered today before the 
Lake Mohonk conference of Friends 
of the Indians and Other Dependent 
Peoples. 
“The three principal industries of 
the island,” he said, “are sugar, to­ 
bacco and coffee production. 
The 
removal of a tariff 
between 
Porto 
Hico and the rest of the United States 
has so stimulated these industries, 
especially the first two, that it is 
evident to the most casual observer 
that there Is in the island widespread 
and 
genuine commercial 
prosperity. 
More 
people 
are 
employed, 
more 
hours a day, more days in the week, 
and with more money in the envelope 
than 
ever 
before. 
Thousands 
of 
acres under most perfect cultivation 
testify to the truth of a remark which 
was made to m e not. long before I 
cam e away. to this effect: 
‘The time 
is not far distant when everything in 
Porto Rico that is not. owned or con­ 
trolled by the tobacco trust will be 
owned or controlled by sugar/ 
“The developm ent of these tw’o in­ 
dustries during the past fifteen years 
has been do less 
than 
marvelous. 
Everywhere the old-fashioned sugar 
mill has given place to the most mod­ 
ern central, and we have five or six, 
at least, to grind where 
only 
one 
ground before. 
Miles upon miles of 
tobacco fields covered 
with 
cheese 
cloth resem ble huge avalanches 
in 
that land where snowr and ice are 
unknown. 
Millions upon millions of 
dollars have been invested there. 
“But why do I speak of this among 
the problems? 
Because all this pros­ 
perity is due to the trusts, and as 
yet the trust is itself a problem. 
The 
profits arising from these great in­ 
dustries 
are 
not 
returned to the 
island, they are emptied into the cof­ 
fers of syndicates in Newf York and 
Madrid.” 
Bishop Van Buren spoke 
of 
the 
great task of amalgamating the two 
stream s of civilization— Spanish and 
American—which now' flow in Porto 
Rico side by side. 
The problem, he 
said, was to preserve the hest of the 
old Spanish customs. 
Loyalty to Lie 
American flag could hest be taught, 
he thought, first, by never emphasiz­ 
ing nor accentuating racial 
differ­ 
ences; secondly by instilling patriot­ 
ism in the public schools. 
At least 
six tim es as many Porto Rican chil­ 
dren attend school nowr as when the 
Stars and Stripes were first raised 
on the heights 
of 
Guanica 
fifteen 
years ago. 
The Porto Ricans, he asserted, ar­ 
dently desire citizenship and he be­ 
lieved they should have it. 
He con­ 
sidered it most unfortunate that the 
problems wiiich the island presents 
have to he dealt with at long range, 
that the island m ust 
he 
governed 
from W ashington and the church ad­ 
ministered from New* York.

JOKER IN THE LAW 


JOBBERS SAYS N E W L Y E N A C TE D 
S T A T U T E DOES NOT A FFO R D 


D E S IR E D R E LIE F. 


COURT RULES THAT IT IS LAME 


Creditors 
Must 
Positively 
Identify 


Goods Sold by Them Before Their 
Claims Against Stocks of 
Debtors W ill Stand. 


St. Joseph, Mo., Oct. 24.—St. Joseph 


jobbers say th at a “joker” has been 


discovered in the bulk sales law en­ 


acted at tho last session of the Mis­ 
souri legislature, which destroys its 
usefulness, so far as m ost convey­ 
ances of m erchandise are concerned. 
The St. Joseph News-Press of T hurs­ 
day afternoon says: 
As generally known, the bulk sales 
law requires m erchants 
who 
con­ 
tem plate selling out their businesses 
to notify th eir creditors seven days 
before sale is to be made, and to file 
w ith the buyer a complete list of in­ 
debtedness. 
T he “jo k e r” Is a provision, said to 
have been injected as an am endm ent, 
w hich precludes any creditor of a 
m erch an t from obtaining a lien on 
th e conveyor’s m erchandise, unless 
such m erchandise has been sold and 
delivered by th e creditor. 
In other 
words, th e law’ requires the jobber or 
m anufacturer 
seeking 
paym ent 
to 
identify goods as having been sold 
by him before he can realize on them. 
T he clause containing 
the 
alleged 
“jo k er” follows: 
“Provided, however, th a t nothing in 
this act shall be construed as to give 
any 
creditor, 
m anufacturer, whole­ 
sale m erchant or jobber any right to, 
or lien on, any m erchandise or article 
in any stock of goods, except th e 
goods sold and delivered 
by 
such 
creditor, 
m anufacturer, 
wholesale 
m erchant or jobber.” 
The jobbers say th a t the “jo ker” 
would not interfere w ith any creditor 
who had sold to th e conveyor perm a­ 
nent articles of any kind, such as 
fixtures, furniture, etc., but th a t it 
practically invalidates the law so far 
as purveyors of rapidly selling m er­ 
chandise 
are 
concerned. 
For 
in­ 
stance, they point out th a t they might 
sell a bill of goods to a m erchant sev­ 
eral m onths before he sells out his 
stock and th a t it W’ould be almost 
im possible to identify the goods at 
th e 
tra n sfe r 
of 
ownership. 
This 
would be particularly true in the case 
of staple goods th a t did not bear any 
p articu lar 
brand. 
Bulk 
groceries, 
dry goods and hardw are could not be 
identified, th ey say. 
T he bulk sales 
law 
cannot 
be 
am ended before the next session of 
the legislature, in the wanter of 1914. 
The lam eness of the bulk sales law’ 
was dem onstrated recently w hen the 
act was tested in court in Southern 
Missouri. 
A m erch ant disposed of 
his entire stock w ithout notifying his 
creditors, and one creditor sought to 
obtain a lien 
on 
th e 
m erchandise 
through th e bulk 
sales 
law. 
The 
court interpreted th e law to prevent 
him from realizing on the goods un­ 
less ho could identify them as m er­ 
chandise sold by himself. 
T his the 
creditor could not do, so ho lost the 
acco un t 
It is said to be likel y th at the trade 
organizations will soon ta k e some ac­ 
tion w ith regard to the joker in the 
bulk sales law.

New England as a beef produc­ 
ing country. 
Substitution of corn for cotton 
in the southern states and the 
consequent development 
of cat­ 
tle and hog production. 
The association has voted half a 
million dollors with which 
to con­ 
duct a campaign of education among 
farmers and cattle raisers. 
There is common sense to back I 
this program. The future meat sup­ 
ply of the country must come from 
the farms. 
The 
great ranges that 
c re e supplied the country 
and the 
world with meat are rapidly disap­ 
pearing ond in a few’ 
more 
years 
they will be gone. Land is becoming 
too valuable for grazing and the set­ 
tlers are acquiring it for cultivation. 
Unless the farm ers absume the task 
of providing a moat supply for the 
country there w’ill never be anything.

nealogy was traced by Luke and leads 
back to David through his son Nathan 
(Luke 3:311 
Joseph is styled “the son 
of Heli.” i. e.. the son of FII, Mary’s 
father, by marriage, or legally; or as 
we would say. snn-in law of Eli. 
Bv 
birth. Joseph was the son of Jacob. 
His genealogy, as given by Matthew, 
traces also back to David, through his 
non Solomon (Matthew 1:6, IO). .Joseph 
having accepted Mary as his wife, and 
adopted Jesus her son, as though he 
were his own son. this adoption would 
entitle Jesus to reckon Joseph's gene­ 
alogy: but such a tracing back to the 
family of David was not necessary, be­ 
cause his mother came also of David, 
bv another line.

Answer.—When 
our 
first 
j ta rent, 
father Adam, disobeyed the Divine 
commands the death sentence passed 
upon him. and in t lie legal sense and 
from tile Creator’s standpoint, lie was 
dead although he lived for nine hun­ 
dred and thirty years afterwards. The 
dying process began aud was consum­ 
mated when Adam passed into the 
tomb. 
The entire race was involved 
with Adam in this death sentence, as 
the Scriptures declare—“As by cue 
man sin entered into the world and 
death by sin and so death passed upon 
all men.” 
“As in Adam all die” (Ro­ 
mans 5:12; I Corinthians 15:22). From 
this view of the matter we may un­ 
derstand the Lord’s word. “Let the 
dead (the legally dead) bury their dead 
(the actually dead”). 
It is because all 
were condemned to death in Adam 
that all will be made alive in Christ 
(see Romans 5:18, 19). 
Corroborating 
the words of the Lord Jesus the Apos­ 
tle says, “For the love of Christ con- 
straineth us; because we thus judge 
that if one died for all then were all 
dead” (II Corinthians 5:12).

— In view of the positive 
teachings of the Scriptures to the ef­ 
fect that God, the Father, is the su« 
preme ruler of the universe and above 
all others in power and might and per­ 
son, and that as such He created the 
Son, our Lord Jesus, for we read that 
He “is the beginning of the creation 
of God”, and also Jesus’ own testi­ 
mony to tho effect that the Father was 
greater than He. as, tho Creator is al­ 
ways superior to the thing created, we 
must conclude that this Scripture is in 
someway in harmony with the forego­ 
ing. The Father, Son and Holy Spirit 
are not one in person and co-equal, but 
are three and one greater than the oth­ 
er. 
It is time that we broke aw.iy 
from the nonsense of the “Dark Ages” 
as expressed in the creeds, and that 
we come down to the reasonable and 
true teachings of the Bible. Christians 
are to be baptized in the name of, or 
by the authority of the Father, Son, 
and Holy Spirit.

Answer.—All scientists aud philoso­ 
phers are practically agreed that the 
human race sprang from one pair; and 
that it would be contrary to the rules 
of logic and analysis to suppose that 
the several pairs of human beings 
came into existence simultaneously. 
The Bible is in harmony with reason 
and common sense iii declaring that 
God created the first man. and then 
formed the first woman to be a help­ 
meet for him. 
And from this one 
pair the human race had its origin. 
How' could we prove this aside from 
the Scriptures? We may as well ask. i 
How’ could we disprove it? 
It is a no­ 
torious fact that all theories and con­ 
clusions that 
have been advanced. 
aside from the Scriptures, to account 
for the origin of the race have been 
found to be lamentably devoid of 
proof or reason. The evolution theory, 
which supposes that man evolved from 
a microbe or a mosquito is so ridicu­ 
lous and so lacking in proof that the 
world’s foremost scientists are now 
repudiating it as extremely absurd.

Into this ra­ 
vine it was customary for the inhabi­ 
tants to cast the refuse and debris, 
which naturally accumulated in the 
city. Great (ires were kept burning iii 
this place to accomplish the destruc­ 
tion of whatever was cast into it. and 
frequently brimstone was added to 
hasten the work of destruction. 
Car­ 
casses of dead animals, and some­ 
times the dead bodies of criminals. 
were thrown into the valley to be con­ 
sumed. 
No living thing was ever put 
into this place, as the Jewish Law ex­ 
pressly prohibited it. Sometimes these 
ImxIits lodged along the ledges of the 
rocks m place of falling into the 
flames at the bottom' of tile valley 
These would naturally decompose and 
he consumed by worms. 
How* forcible 
the Illustration then, as used by tho 
i’rophet Isaiah (66:24). to represent the 
complete destruction of the wicked. 
Whatever was cast into the valley of 
Gehenna was absolutely destroyed ei­ 
ther by the fire or by the worms, 
which did not die until all was con­ 
sumed. 
In view of the foregoing, how 
amusing the thought that any should 
have an immortal worm.

Before discussing his text, the Pas­ 
tor answ ered the queries of some who 
ask why he does not preach “fashion­ 
able” serm ons, and give his audiences 
a digest of his readings in the lead­ 
ing m agazines, or some dissertation 
on scientific progress, public parks, 
b etter housing for the poor, etc. 
His 
answ er is th at this field is already 
overfilled with laborers; and besides 
th a t he has a different commission, 
which reads, “The Spirit of the I>ord 
God is upon me; 
because He hath 
anointed me to preach the good tid ­ 
ings to the meek; H e hath sent me to 
bind up the broken-hearted."— Isaiah 
61:1. 
Others, again, ask the pastor why 
he does not preach more against in­ 
tem perance, the social evil, etc.—oc­ 
casionally sm ashing chairs for em ­ 
phasis. 
His reply is that the M aster 
and the Apostles set th e standard 
which he believes should be followed. 
T heir preaching was neither ran t nor 
cant. 
St. Paul em phasized this in 
writing to Timothy, saying. “ Preach 
the W o rd !” 
St. P eter emphasized it 
when he said, “ Show forth the praises 
of Him who hath called us out of 
darkness into His m arvelous light.” 
Jesu s inculcated this when H e said. 
“ Feed My Sheep,” and again, “Search 
the Scriptures—they testify of Me.” 
The 
pastor 
declared 
that 
he 
preaches doctrinal sermons, because 
he follows the example of Jesus and 
the Apostles, 
not 
considering him ­ 
self 
wise 
enough to improve upon 
th eir m ethods and example. 
.Testis’ 
preaching was doctrinal, though along 
the sim plest lines, because none of 
his hearers had been begotten of the 
Holy Spirit. 
The Apostolic Epistles 
to spirit-begotten C hristians set forth 
holy doctrines. 
^ 
Tho Divine thought is expressed by 
the Apostle that beginners 
in 
the 
Christian way, as new born babes, 
should desire the sincere milk of the 
Word th at they might grow' thereby, 
while 
advanced 
C hristians 
should 
feed upon the strong meat. 
“ Thy 
AYords were found and 
I 
did 
eat 
th em ” is the Lord’s way of represent- 
ig the growth in grace and knowledge 
of those who are begotten of the Holy 
Spirit as New' Creatures. 
How very few' C hristians today un­ 
derstand the very sim plest doctrines 
Divine! 
How' few' could explain jus­ 
tification by faith versus justification 
by works! 
How few could explain 
the Bible doctrine of sanctification! 
How few know anything about the 
hope 
of 
the 
“resurrection of the 
dead,” or any other Bible doctrine! 
T ruly the Bible declares or our day, 
“ My people perish for lack of knowl­ 
edge” ; and again, “ I will send famine 
in the land, saith the lx>rd God—not 
a fam ine of bread, nor a thirst tor 
w ater, but of hearing th e W ord of 
the L ord.”—Hosea 4:6; Amos 8:11. 
Unrequired and Undesirable 
Sacrifices. 
God never requires sacrifices. 
As 
our C reator. He has a right to m ake 
such dem ands °f us as He xviii, and 
we w o u l d be obligated to obey. But 
such obedience could not be properly 
term ed sacrifice. 
T he world sacrifice 
signifies th at which is voluntarily of­ 
fered to God outside of any Dix in© 
requirem ent. 
The sacrifices and offerings of the 
Jew ish Law' were privileges. 
By the 
offer of bullocks and goats the trans­ 
gressions of the Israelites were cov­ 
ered y ear by y ear iii advance, aud 
th u s they w ere pcrmUHM to h a t # a 
continued standing xvith God. But our 
text tells us that the sacrifices were 
not xx bolly satisfactory to the Ixxrd 
T hey w ere m erely typical of “better 
sacrifices,” and were acceptable only 


a i types. 
St. Paul is quoting from the fortieth 
Psalm (V. 6-8). 
Through the Prophet 
David the Ixird declared that the sac­ 
rifices of the Law, which could never 
really cancel sin. were not fully to 
His pleasem ent. 
C hrist is here rep- 
re sen ted ss* taking note of the fact 
th at the typical sacrifices of the Law 


“Then said I, Lo, I come to do Thy 
will, O God. as In the volume of the 
Book it is w ritten of Me.” 
Every­ 
thing th at the Father had caused to 
bf written, in the Law' and the Pro­ 
phets. respecting the penalty of sin 
and the bearing of that penalty by a 
Savior and Sin-bearer, Jesus pledged 
Himself to carry out. 


“ Better Sacrifices”— Plural. 


AVe should not overlook the fact 
that the typical Atonement Day sac­ 
rifices were plural, 
and 
th at 
th/* 
Apostle speaks of the antitypes in 
the plural—“b etter sacrifices” than 
those offered under the Law. 
Here 
we find again the lesson elsewhere 
set forth; namely, that it had been 
from the beginning the Divine pur­ 
pose that our Lord and Redeem er 
should have followers, members, who 
would pass througn sim ilar experi­ 
ences to His own, of suffering, trial, 
dying, and afterw ard be associated 
with Him in glory on the Heavenly 
plane, His joint heirs in the M essian­ 
ic Kingdom. 
In harm ony with this thought. Je­ 
sus is the High Priest of our order, 
or profession, and we are the under­ 
priesthood now* preparing, as He pre­ 
pared, for the glorious xvork of the 
Age to come. 
Hence St. P eter styles 
these a Royal Priesthood, because of 
the combination of kingly power with 
priestly service. 
These are merely 
preparation for the grand 
work 
of 
Messiah during His Millennial Reign 
of righteousness for hum an uplift. 
Holy and Acceptable 
Sacrifices. 
Divine 
Law. 
having 
sentenced 
Adam to death, and indirectly includ­ 
ing his race, nevertheless purposed a 
deliverance through a Savior. Neither 
Moses nor any other fallen man could 
make a real atonem ent for sin. 
Is­ 
rael's Atonement Day sacrifices were 
merely foreshadows, or types. 
God 
could not accept the death of a bul­ 
lock. of a goat, or both, as an offset 
to the penalty against Adam and his 
race. 
Such sacrifices were not ac­ 
ceptable. 
The Law’ read, “An eye for an eye, 
a tooth for a tooth, a m an’s life for a 
m an's life. 
Hence a bullock and a 
goat could never be acceptable to 
God as a substitutionary sacrifice for 
Adam and those involved with him. 
But God prepared Jesus with such a 
body as would he acceptable; and He 
“offered up Himself” an acceptable 
Sacrifice. 
The Divine acceptance of 
it xvas signified doubly: 
(1) At th e time of His consecra­ 
tion at Jordan, by the im parlation of 
the Holy Spirit; and 
(2) By the resurrection of Jesus, 
born of the Spirit, as a completion of 
His acceptance of the Divine nature, 
glory and immortality. 
Our l o r d ’s was the acceptable Sac­ 
rifice, yet it was not all th at God had 
forepictured, or typed. 
As there was 
an offering of a bullock, typifying the 
death of Jesus, so there was a subse­ 
quent offering of a goat, typifying the 
sacrifice of the Church. 
(Hebrews 
13:11-13.) 
C hrist’s sacrifice, the bul­ 
lock, was fat: the C hurch’s sacrifice, 
the goat, is 
lean—fat 
representing 
love, loyalty, perfection. 
The sacrifice of Jesus, the High 
Priest, continued during the three 
and a half years of His ministry, and 
ended with His death. 
Forty days 
after His resurrection He ascended 
on High, with still further dignity and 
honor added—the Divine nature. He 
then made application of the merit of 
His sacrifice on behalf of all xvho de­ 
sire to become members of the Royal 
Priesthood. 
Those in the upper room at Pente­ 
cost were the first to be begotten of 
the Holy Spirit and to become accept­ 
able sacrifices. 
Since then, others 
have been received from everx'

death and the uplift of the incorrigi­ 
ble. 


Some 
Sacrifices 
Are 
Unacceptable. 
Few seem to reolize th a t sacrific­ 
ing is a privilege. 
AVe 
have seen 
that the sacrifices 
possible 
to the 
I * st of hum anity would be unaccept­ 
able, because all are sinners, 
to a 
greater or lesser degree. 
Hence all 
xvho now’ desire to come 
unto 
the 
Heavenly F ath er by the narrow’ way 
of sacrifice must 
first 
be justified 
through the m erit of the great High 
Priest of our profession, Now we no­ 
tice th at some whose sacrifices, pre­ 
sented by our 
great 
High 
Priest, 
which have been accepted 
by 
God, 
eventually are rejected. 
Indeed, this class is described 
in 
the Bible as a 
great 
multitude, 
Iii 
comparison to the faithful 
and ac­ 
ceptable sacrifices, 
who 
are styled 
the “little i!ock.” There Is a reason 
for the rejection of such sacrifices, 
for there is no partiality with God. 
3 he reason is th a t only those w ho 
have the spirit, the zeal of the Mas­ 
ter, the High Priest, are acceptable 
tc God. 
The sacrificing of Jesus wats done 
with delight, as we read. “I delight 
tx do thy xviii, O God.” A half-heart­ 
ed sacrifice, or sacrificing grudging­ 
ly done, would not 
be 
pleasing to 
God. 
The cold unbeliever is more 
pleasing in God’s 
sight 
than 
the 
lukew arm believer. As 
we 
read, “ I 
would th at thou xvert cold or hot. So 
then, because thou a rt lukewarm, 
I i 
will spew’ thee out 
of 
my m outh” 
(Rev. 3:15-16). The principle holds in 
respect to all who make a consecra­ 
tion of them selves to God. 
If they 
are consumed 
with 
loving zeal 
in 
the Ixird’s service, then the “fat” of­ 
fering rises as a sweet odor to the 
I .Ord. 
But 
a 
half hearted s e rv ic e 
biings neither joy to 
the sacrificer 
nor pleasure to th e Lord. 
N evertheless, in much mercy, the 
Lord 
recognizes 
th a t 
these, 
even 
v’liile failing to live up to their con­ 
secration vow, are not His 
enemies. 
They indeed love 
righteousness and 
hate iniquity, but not with a suffi­ 
ciency of zeal to w arrant their being 
accepted as 
m em bers 
of the bride 
class. 
This does not signify eternal tor­ 
m ent or any 
other 
terrible 
future 
for these 
brethren 
of 
insufficient 
zeal. It does mean, according to the 
Bible, a rejection from being mein- 
I ers of the bride class. 
T he Lord 
oxen has a goodly portion for such, 
lf they still lox’e Him and love the 
truth, even though they

b> the f e a r of dying,

ject, “Need of a New’ Constitution for , 
Missouri.” He gave a splendid review 
ot the im portant subject in a most ex- I 
haustive way, unm istakably showing 
the general needs for a thorough re- j 
vision, with a careful analysis of the 
specific parts, which should be revis­ 
ed now. 


A constitution should be a funda­ 
mental instrum ent, defining 
funda-1 
niental things, and leaving other m at-J 
• ters to the legislative bodies, which j 
\ ould keep it a 
brief 
document,! 
through the constitution of .Missouri 
is t ow many rimes longer than when 
adopted in 1875. 
T he tendency has 
been Jo expand, until so m any de-J 
tails have been incorporated that it 
is difficult to adapt it to the under­ 
lying and fundamental needs of the 
state. 
■ 
The D u p e d States constitution i s 1 
kept a fundam ental 
document 
em-J 
bracing th*x fundamental needs of t h e 1 
whole country, and congress 
there- J 
fore lias no difficulty in passing sp e-* 
cial laws, ti lough Missouri does. Our 
constitution 
does not lend itself to* 
the changed conditions in which xve 
live. M issouri is becoming an urbar 
state, whose new and changed condi­ 
tions d em and changes in legislation, 
but if tim new statutes clo not con­ 
form to the provisions In the consti­ 
tution then th e judges say the sta­ 
tutes m ust fail. 
From th e fact that the people are! 
always voting on am endm ents, it is* 
evident that the people are not sat­ 
isfied with ,parts of the existing or­ 
ganic law, and a constitutional con­ 
vention coni posed of men elected for 
one single purpose 
could 
present 
their finished work to the people of 
Missouri at a si**cial election, where 
it could he accepted or rejected, and 
tho whole prone**® would be reduced 
to its simplest Tiepins. 
W ith due regard for the men and 
tin* work of th e convention of 1875, 
there are now’ a g reat many particu­ 
lar d e fe rs , some of which Dr. Ix>eb 
discussed, and 
oth ers 
he 
omitted 
through lack of time. 
Most interesting 
was 
the 
ligli 
throw n on the whole article dealing 
with th e questions of revenue and 
taxation. 
Taxes are not 
uniform; 
taxation is not equitably distributed; 
there is no perm anent ta x commis­ 
sion to equalize 
assessm ents; 
tax 
rates fixed forty years ago are not 
consistent nojw, and are a positive 
hindrance *o progress 
in 
growing 
municipal lines.;. 
Cities should have 
some 
general 
l>ow ets given them by tile legislature, 
with certain 
exceptions 
Justice was shown to bt 
denied and sold in Missouri. 
Nor can there be a secret ballot un­ 
der the previsions for numbering and 
recording m ade in our constitution. 
Right to vote shuoJd bo limited to 
the citizens c f the state. 
Civil ser­ 
vice in our charitable institutions is 
behind the times. 
T he farm ing ole- 
meiit should be considered and the j 
ages for school attendance should be j 
more inclusive. 
Most conclusively Dr. Ix>eb proved 
that with changes in conditions the 
legislature should have 
power 
to 
change. 
T h at the people of Missouri 
should have a chance to vote w hether 
or-no they w ant a constitutional con­ 
vention. 
To do this the legislature
